Rhodes, is his appointment of Negro 
judges. His is a record unparalled in 
the history of this nation. 

Getting to be a judge has been one 
of the Negro lawyer's ‘biggest 
problems. That is, until Gov. Rhodes 
came on the scene.c: 

In 1964, he appointed. Atty. 
Augustus G. Parker Chief Justice of 
the Cleveland Municipal Court. Since 
that’ time, Gov. Rhodes has made 
twenty appointments of Negroes to 
Ohio courts. ranging fromthe 
Munieipal:court to. the Ohio Supreme 
court. In 1968, he moved Judge 
Robert Duncan, up from the Colum- 
bus Municipal court to the Ohio 
Supreme ‘Court. Judge Duncan is 
now ~serving on the U.S. Federal 
Court bench in Columbus, the first 
Negro so honored. 

Three Black women have been 
named Municipal court judges by 
Gov. Rhodes. The three on the 
Cleveland Municipal Court bench 
are:» Judge Sara. Harper, Judge 
Lillian Burke and Judge Jean Murrell 
Capers. 

Gov. Rhodes has many firsts in- his 
record. | was the first Negro to serve 
in an Ohio governor's cabinet. Mrs. 
Helen Evans was the first Negro 
woman to be a cabinet member, Ben- 
nett Cooper was the first Black State 
Commissioner of Corrections in the 
nation. Augustus G. Parker was the 
first Black Chief Justice of a 
Municipal Court. Kwegyir Aggrey 


was the” first” Director of-Pubtic 


Welfare. When the Board of Regents 
was created, Gov. Rhodes named a 
Negro as one of its first members. 
The list of appointments by Gov. 
Rhodes of Blacks to high and impor- 
tant jobs, boards and commissions, is 
both lengthy and revealing. 
Therefore, it is fitting and proper 
that a man who has bucked the tide 
of racism in this state over such a 
long period of time, should be 
honored. All too often we forget or 


—overiook-those-who' stick their-necks 


out-for-us-with_little hope of reward 
except a clear conscience. 

The tribute to Gov. James A: 
Rhodes is not because of any big 
vote Negroes have cast for him. It is 
almost in spite of that fact. Unfor- 
tunately, entirely too many Black 
Democrats do not vote for can- 
didates on their records of service to 
Black people. 

If we are a grateful people, the 
tribute to Governor Rhodes should 
be an historic affair, enthusiastically 
supported by all the Black people of 
this state, for we certainly owe him a 
big debt of gratitude. _

The measure, H.B. 484, would require Ohio employers 
who now offer disability income coverage to include 
pregnancy and pregnancy related. complications in. that 
coverage. The law would.wetapply to employers who -do 
not already offer disability coverage. 

The bill, according to Stinziano, is “in accord with 
proposed federal legislation and also offers Ohio women 
local remedies by allowing them to direct complaints to 
the Ohio Civil Rights Commission.” 

He also noted that the bill protects those women who 
need protection” most.::those™ who work because” they 
have to. Most women in the. workforce, some 73 percent, 
work because they must help support’ their families. 

“They are either widowed, divorced, -heads- of. 
households, or married to men who make less than 
$10,000 a year,” he added. 

“Since two thirds of all Ohio workers are not covered 
by collective bargaining agreements, H.B., 484 sets a 


‘pottom line’. standard to- protect-women-workers who... 


, become pregnant, whether or not they belong to unions, 
Stinziano pointed out. 

To succeed in this almost unprecedented effort, Stin- 
ziano must be able to influence a majority of the 15- 
member committee to vote to send the bill to the floor for 
consideration. To do this, he must first get one of the 10 - 
Democrats or five Republicans to move for a vote on the ° 
proposal. - 

House Rules permit: such action when a bill has been 
recommended for passage by a standing committee. H.B. '

Reverend Chavis came as a peacemaker, trying to , 
cool a potentially dangerous situation, but local, 
segregationists tagged him a troublemaker and de- : 
cided to get him. Chavis and his co-defendants were « 
charged with burning a store and conspiring to 
assault officers during the riots. ; 

Theic trials was shot full. of errors — defense lawyers 
appealed on the basis of some 2,800. trial errors that 
were found. Some were quite important errors in the. 
jury selection process that resulted in a racially-. 
unbalanced jury, cover-ups of evidence, hiding facts. 
from both defense‘ and jurors, and concealing favors 
to prosecution witnesses. 

The jurors never knew that key witnesses were un- 
der criminal charge themselves, a major point since 
knowledge of th t would have led jurors to con- 
sider whether they May be perjuring themselves to 
save their own necks. 

After the conviction of the Wilmington 10, North 
Carolina courts knocked down their appeals. But in 
the meantime: the prosecution's star witnesses came 
forward with stories about how their testimonies had 
been bought. 

One key witness admitted he lied. He said the 
prosecutors tricked him into giving false testimony. 
Another witness, who was only 13 at the time, admits 
he lied too, and had been promised a bike by the 
prosecutor. Still another, also a teenager at the time, 
said he was pressured into lying and had been coach- 
ed by the prosecution. 

So the original trial stands revealed as a farce that 
violated the constitutional rights of Chavis and his co- 
defendants. Appeals in the state courts have proven 
fruitless, so now there are two basic ways in which 
the wrongs may be redréssed. 

One way is for North Carolina's governor to use his 
powers to free the defendants. The injustice of wrong- 
ful convictions would stand but at least the revolting 
state of continued imprisonment would be ended. 

Another is for the federal courts to overturn the 
convictions, Appeals have.been filed, but the federal 
government should intervene in the process by 
revealing the results of its investigation of the trial 

» and filling*a brief to overturn the convictions. ». 

The, Wilmington 10 case, along with the case of the 
Dawson 5 and similar apparent miscarriages of justice 
reveal the stain of the past on today's South. All.the 
rhetoric about a New South will sound hollow so long 
as the region's jails house people .railroaded for 
oy and Heo reasons. : .

Bakke Case: Myth and Reality 


Why are so many mem- 
bers of the civil rights com- 
munity worried about se 
Bakke case? What's all th 
fuss about, and how can 
one court case cause so 
much anxiety and demand 
the attention of major 
leaders in government, 
labor, business and in- 
dustry and organizations 
committed to equal oppor- 
tunity? 

The case of California 
vs. Allan Bakke and it’s im- 
plications were recurrent 
themes heard frequently at 
the NAACP, National Ur- 
ban League, National Den- 
tal & National Medical 
Associations conventions 
this summer. 

Allan Paul Bakke is 
suing the University © of 
California at Davis for 
twice denying-him_ ad- 
mission to its medical 
school because he is 
white. Bakke claims that 
the University's minority 
admissions program, usin 
special criteria, selected 1 
applicants (in a freshman 
class of 100) whose quali- 
fications were lower than 
his. 

He therefore alleges that 
he was denied equal pro- 
tection under-the 14th 
Amendment. Most” obser- 
vers agree that the future 
of special effort programs 
to provide better access to 
housing, education, 
training and employment 
for minorities and other 
disadvantaged groups are 
in. serious jeopardy if the 
court finds in favor of Mr; 
Bakke. 

As in most things con- 
troversial the Bakke case 
is obscured by a host of 
mythology. Ralph R. Smith, 
a law professor at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, 
provided us with the 
valuable service of resear- 
ching the facts in this case 
that somehow have yet to 
surface in the media. 

By reading newspaper 
accounts of this case one 
would assume that Allan 
Bakke .was an_excep- 


tionally  well-quatified 
student who would have 
gotten into the Davis 


Medical School had it not 
been for the special ad- 
missions program. 

Although he was a good 
student, the fact remains 
that 11 medical schools, 11 
separate committees, 
dozens of faculty members 
and medical students ob- 
viously agreed with the 
assessment of the Univer- 
sity of California Davis 
Medica! School. Not only 
was fre turned down by 11 
medical schools, but he 
was rejected by his alma 
mater, the University, of 
Minnesota.

Needs 
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Black Doctors

The death of Dr. Glen 
Eschtruth, a United 
Methodist missionary doc- 
tor at Kapanga, Zaire, in 
April brings into sharp for- 
cus the desperate shortage 
of United Methodist 
medical personnel in 
Africa. 

Ten years ago the 
denomination’s Board of 
Global Ministries had 
about 45 medical 
missionaires working- in 
Algeria, Sierra Leone, 
Liberia, Nigeria, Zaire, 
Rhodesia, Mozambique 
and, ealier, even some in 
Angola... Denominational 
hospitals were staffed with 
doctors, nurses and 
auxilary medical persons 
training nationals, _main- 
taining—a—high level “of 
health care delivery ser-. 
vices and setting stan- 
dards for service and ex- 
cellence across the con- 
tinent. 

Following the death of 
Dr Eschtruth, Dr. Marvin 
Piburn in Rhodesia is the 
only surgeon on. full ap- 
pointment related to the 
U:S.--United— Methodist 
Church in all of Africa. 
Some short-term persons 
have gone out from the 
U.S. or are preparing to go, 
but resident physicians, | 
especially surgeons, are 
almost as rare as an en- 
dangered species.

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lax Suburbs To Save Cities 
Says Michigan State Dean 


Every taxpayer ought to 
help pay for restoring the 
cities. either through a 
metropolitanwide or a 
statew tax district, says 
a Michigan State Univer- 
sity quthority on urban and 
minority problems. , 

Ending the economic is- 
lation of the central cities 
is crucial to rebuilding 
decaying urban areas, says 
Dr. Robert L. Green, dean 
of the College of Urban 
Development. 

While neither system 
would be popular with 
suburbanites, Green ex- 
plains, a statewide tax dis- 
trict might be more politic- 
ally feasible since rural in- 
terests would coinincid- 
ziwith those of central 
cities. 

Green cites Toronto as 
an area where a metro- 
politanwide tax district has 
been very successful. 

The MSU dean offers 
these and other possible 
solutions to urban prob- 
lems _ in his forthcoming 
book, “The Urban 
Challenge — Poverty and 
Race.” In the book, Green 
weaves his perceptions of 
growing up black in Detroit 
with empirical data on 
unemployment, health 
care, housing, welfare, law 
enforcement, urban _fin- 
ance and, education. 

Suburbanization has 
shortchanged U.S. cities, 
Green maintains. Subur- 
ban commuters have the 
advantage. of..public_ ser- 
vices. in the cities where 
they work, but city dwellers 


pay the bill. 
“The conoentration of 
low-income families in 


central cities. leaves the 
poor bearing the burden 
for necessary support ser- 
vices for the aging and 
unemployed,” Green says. 

He adds that the burden 
of the poor is made worse 
by regressive property 
taxes which discourage ur- 
ban land development. 

“The property tax would 
be less likely to sstiffle 
redevelopment of cities if it 
were levied on land value 
only and not on buildings,” 
Green notes. 

He also urges the federal 
government to insist that 
states ensure equitable 
funding of public services 
as a prerequisite for fed- 
eral aid. 

“Too often, federal relief 
has been used to make up 
for inequities that are the 
result of state policy.” 

Revamping theg tax 
system .is only part of what 
is needed to restore the 
cities. Green says the 
government. must find a 
way to achieve zero unem- 
ployment. 

“A decent job at a de- 
cent wage should be the 
right of every American,” 
he maintains. 

He supports a: large- 
scale public employment 


cluding those of poor and 
minority parents, Green 
says. ,. 
‘We cannot expect: low- 
income populations, often 
isolated in loca! tax 
districts to be solely 
responsible for financing 
the education of their 
children,"’ the urban 
authority says. 

Although some strides 


have .been made toward. 


providing equal education- 
al opportunity to all, Green 
says, “Americans have 
been unwilling to support 
the letter and spirit of law.” 

He points out that race 
and class prejudice con- 
tinue to interfere with the 
achievement of equality of 
educational opportunity 
and cites housing segr 

tion as a chief factor 
affecting school de- 
seg ation. 

“tt housing segregation 
did not -exist, neighbor- 
hoods would consist of 
heterogeneous groups, 
making neighborhood 
schools a tolerable con- 
cept,” Green notes. 

He adds that there are 
many misconceptions 
about cerfral city ‘re- 
sidents. 

“Many people consider 
the problems of the cities 
to be the result of either a

repairs, There is no money to make these buses stable 
enough for the safe transportation of children, With all of 
the technical and vocational schools in the Columbus 
area, there seems to be no valid reason why these buses 
could not be made safe at a very minimal cost. 

Majority Board members are constantly complaining 
about the lack of funds, When it comes to busing, 
however, they never fail to find the money to fight the 
proposal. They have paid thousands upon thousands of 
dollars to a private law firm in an effort to get around or 
circumvent the order of the court. This was and is being 
done in spite of the fact that the City of Columbus 
provides the Board with a paid resident attorney. 

And to make a bad matter worse, the Board recently 
sent one of its members to Boston, Mass., evidently to 
study how that city mis-handied its school desegregation 
problems, They sent the right member. He is antiquated, 
obviously racist and completely out of touch with the 
realities of the present day. He is quoted as having said 
the “Board should be 5 to 2 instead of 4 to 3 as it is 
currently consituted. In others words, he seems to want 5 
white racists and just 2 blacks instead of 3. 

The antiquated one may receive his wish if the 3 
remaining black Board candidates do not coalesce to 
the point of getting behind and supporting 2 of their 
number that they think have the best chance of winning: 
It would be nothing short of silliness in the first degree 
for all three of them to hang in there and. subsequently 
knock each other out during the election. ; 

“Forced busing” is a code phrase. It means don't send 
black children into our white schools and neighborhood 
and don't send white children into a black school and 
neighborhood. 

This country cannot and will not survive in a world 
where there are many more blacks than whites if we 
continue to*Reep-ourselves divided and weakened solely 
upon the basis of race. 

President Lincoln is quoted as having said: “We will 
either have to hang together, or we will have to hang 
separately." 

All residents of goodwill in Columbus and Franklin 
County must unite and hang together. Otherwise the 
transition from segregation to desegregation in our 
school system could turn into a holocaust as bad as or 
worse than the one that desmirched the: City of Boston 
and embarrassed numerous citizens in the 
Commonweanh of Massachusetts and throughout the 
nation. 

We at CMACAO live and work daily with educationally 
deprived citizens. We have seen the result and merit of 
quality education for unfortunate citizens through the 
success of participants in our “New Careers” and 
“Higher Education" programs. 

All people are admonished to realize that segregation 
and the denial of quality education to all discriminates
